1, The Telefongyár (Telephoné Faotory) looated at Hungária X&r&t 26-26 szám, 
Budapest, eraploys a ataff of approxlmately 3,500. There are 30 englneers, ( 
In early January 1954, lt was deolded to disálss about 1,200 employees, There 
Is a Soviet works manager at the faetory, and englneers and workers are 
frequently dlreoted vla the loudapeaker to see hím. 


2. The faotory uainly produoes virelesa sete and radar apperatus fór the Army, 
automatlo reoorders, eleotrlo brakea and rallroad slgns. Telephones are 
produoed oooaslonalíy on a amall soale, mainly fór mlnes, or In aooordanoe 
wlth speolal orders. 


3. The main oustomer fór articles produoed by the faotory Is the Soviet Union, 
vhlch orders fór itself as well as fór the aatelllte States. In the wlnter 
of 1952-1953, approximately 40,000 telephones were aent to Red China. in 
aooordanoe wlth an order írom the Soviet Union, Aooording to runor, the 
Soviet Union in 1954 is going to order another 80,000 telephoné séta fór 
China, The telephoné séta sent to China are of inferlor quallty beoause 
of an aeute shortage of raw mater iala and the laok of a oertaln maohlne 
tool (saerssámgáp). 
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
